A group of farmers bound. them- 
selves to send their milk to a cen- 
tral creamery which was operated 
“by a skilled butter-maker and 
managed by 4 committee of the 
farmers themeelves. The scheme 
proved. very succeesful' as the 


British consumer soon fotind that 


the Danish product could be de- 
pended on-for uniformity in quali- 
ty and. regularity in the output. 
The success of one co-operative 
concern led to others and. now 


there is not a farmer in Denmark 


who te not in the dairy or hog 


business and who is not a spoke 


in the co-operative wheel. 


“With the 0o-operative scheme 
under way fhe farmers with gov- 
etoment assistance turned their 
attention to the improvement of 
the dairy herd. Uattle associations 
were formed which aimed at weed- 
ing out the poor stock and impro- 
ving the better class of cows by 
the introduction of pure bred 
bulls. These associations fostered 
the cattle shows which showed the 
farmers the type of both male and 
female stock to introduce into their 
herds and also showed them where 
they could.go to purchase the best 
of purebred stock. At present 
there are 1,300 cattle associations 
in the little oonntry of Denmark. 

“After the improvement of the 
herds attention was turned to the 
improvement of the individual 
cows, This was acoomplished by 
the forming of cow-testing asso- 
ciations, where all manner of tests 
were made to determine what 
would contribute to the best quan- 

' tity and quality of milk. In this 
way the best cows could be seleo- 
ted according to the record of their 
performance and from these young 
stock were procured with an im- 
proved milking. strain. There are 
now four hundred of these cow. 
testing assosiations in Denmark,

“Bat the education in these 
centres is but a small part of the 
work of agricultural teaching,” 
said Mr. Struthers. “We regard 
the work among the people them- 
selves of very much more value. 
We take agricultural education to 
the people themselves. At first 
the colleges were well attended 
ani many young men passed 
through them and became highly 
educated and secured positions as 
professors in different parte of 
Britain and the colonies. That 
was good enough as far as it went, 
but we did not consider that it 
went far evough. The colleges 
are still doing that class of work. 
But associated with the colleges 
are instructors, who conduct clas- 
ses in all of the primary schools 
throughout Scotland. These in- 
structors are members of the agri- 
cultural college staff. They divide 
up the schools into districts, and 
each takes a district and each one 
passes through his district giving 
bis instruction at regular inter- 
vals. In addition to that, public 
meetings for adults are held from 
time to time, bulletins of partiou- 
ar interest are prepared upon the 
crops and agricultural subjects 
and sent about amony the farmers 
and generally a very good work is 
done.” 

This syetem of education in the 
primary echools, acoording to Mr. 
Struthers, is much the most valu- 
able part of the work of the col- 


When asked about bis opinion 
regarding the association of the 
university and the agricultural 
colleges, Mr. Struthers replied that 
as the subject seemed to be a oon- 
troversial one in Alberta, he did 
not desire to express an opiniva, 
though he had very decided ideas 
upon the sobject which had been 
gained by experience.

May Save Canada Millions of 
Dollars. 


An international commission 
composed of seven Americans and 
five Canadians under the ‘chair- 
manship of Dr. J. G. Rutherford, 
live stock commissioner and veter- 
inary director general for Canada, 
has been established to consider 
means for securing control of and 
the eradication of bovine tubercu- 
losis in Canada and the United 
States. 

The commission, which will co- 
operate with the government of 
each country, is the outcome of 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Association in Chi- 
cago this month. Dr. Rutherford 
was last year president of the asso- 
ciation and the commission has 
been formed largely on his initia- 
tive as head of the Canadian Live 
Stock department in conjunction 
with the heads of the Miaddle 
States Bureau of Anima! Industry. 

The question of bovine tubercu 
losis is the chief problem now con- 
fronting the veterinary association

With the high ‘prices that will be 
offered for wheat during the winter 
months, and the great demand 
which is coming from local millers 
and the foreigr. grain markets, the 
supplies of Alberta Red will soon 
be exhausted and hundreds ‘of 
farms will face the seeding time 
next July and August without any 
seed wheat. The wise ‘farmer 
the one who takes steps now to 
guard against such a situation 
when next year’s seeding time is 
at hand.”
